Of this Amount it will be seen from the accompanying Statement, that 
100,372/. 105 . 6d. have been appropriated up to the 31st December 1839. 

We think it right to repeat our continued conviction of the great utility of 
these funds, which we believe far exceeds the very small comparative sacrifice of 
outlay from the public purse. 



II.— THE COLLECTION OF REPAYMENTS OF OLD LOANS FROM THE CON- 
SOLIDATED FUND, UNDER THE ACT OF 57 GEO. III. AND OTHERS. 

The Repayments on the portion of those Loans which have been made to the 
Grand Juries and other parties on good security, are generally made with regu- 
larity ; and the engagements will soon be discharged. 

Other advances, which have been made for the promotion of works deemed 
of public importance, upon the security of expected profits, will remain with a 
standing amount of principal due, and an accumulating charge for interest. 



III.— INLAND NAVIGATION. 

1st. The Tyrone Navigation, of seven miles (including the River Navigation 
from Coal Island by the Blackwater, and Maghery Cut to Lough Neagh), js 
maintained in good working order, and we believe is likely to improve in public 
utility. 

This latter Cut, which was made across an isthmus, to enable vessels to pass 
from the deep water of the River Blackwater into Lough Neagh, and avoiding 

the 
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the bar at the mouth of the River, is becoming of increased importance since 
the opening of the Ulster Canal, as will appear more particularly from the letter 
of James Perry, Esq., Managing Director of the Ulster Canal Steam Carrying 
Company . — See Appendix, p. 9. 

2d. The Maig, an off-branch from the lower Shannon to Adare : by a short 
Cut with a Turning Bridge, the natural navigation of the River is rendered 
available for the supply of fuel to a considerable district, and lime is conveyed 
downwards for agricultural improvement; the expense of maintenance and the 
revenue are very small. 

3d. The Upper Shannon, Lough Ree, and Lough Derg, have been transferred 
to the charge of the Commissioners appointed under the provisions of the 
Act of the 2d & 3d Vic. c. 6l. 

4th. The Boyne, from Slane to Drogheda. In consequence of the very great 
wetness of the season, the works have been limited to such repairs as were 
necessary for the maintenance of the Navigation ; some desirable improvements, 
particularly in the Estuary between Old Bridge and Drogheda, have been 
necessarily postponed. 



IV.— FISHERIES. 

There are no Legislative enactments regarding the Fisheries that we have 
any means or power to enforce, nor do those that do exist appear adapted to 
present circumstances. 

The Herring Fishery, on the Coast of Donegal, the creation, as an object of 
importance, of the few last years, is annually becoming of more and more 
importance ; and it is satisfactory to observe, that it is carried on chiefly by 
Irish fishermen and capitalists. 

It can hardly be doubted, that where capabilities as great shall be found to 
exist in other districts, for that or other kinds of Fishing, similar resources will 
be brought into operation. 



V.— ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

These Works, constructed in the first instance wholly or in part at the ex- 
pense of the public, are maintained under the provisions of the Act 6 Geo. 4, 
c. 101, by monies advanced from the Consolidated Fund; the amounts ex- 
pended in the several counties being repaid by presentment The Roads are 
maintained in substantial working order, and are similar, both as to the class of 
work, and- their effects with reference to the improvement of the country, to 
those constructed with the aid of grants under the 1st Sc 2d Will. 4, c. 33. 

In consequence of the unfavourable weather during the late season, the 
requisitions from the Post-office for the repair of Post-roads under the pro- 
vision of the 16th section of the Grand Jury Act (6th & 7th Will. 4, c. 116), 
have been numerous, in many cases caused by the failure of contractors under 
grand jury presentments, particularly where their contracts embraced the 
cutting-down of hills, the difficulty and cost of which was materially enhanced 
by the rains. 

This very useful provision has been nearly inoperative as regards Turnpike- 
trust Roads, in consequence of the state of their revenues appearing inadequate 
to repay the cost of applying an efficient repair. 



VI. — THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS IN DUBLIN AND THE PHCENIX PARK. 

The Buildings at the Castle -and Phoenix Park have been maintained in 
good order, and partial improvements effected. At the Four Courts, the ex-

tensive new Buildings are progressing; some have been finished and are 
occupied, and others will be completed shortly. 

In the old Buildings, various partial improvements have been made, and 
three large cisterns have been fixed on the roof, with appropriate means below 
for forcing water to them, a measure of much convenience foi .he supply for 
general purposes, and especially of importance in case or fire. 



VII.— DUNMORE HARBOUR. 

All the Works proposed to be executed by the original provision are very 
nearly brought to a close; and notwithstanding that they suffered during their 
progress from heavy storms, the estimate has not been exceeded, and the 
Work has been very substantially performed. 

The Packets have been removed from this Station, and now run to Water- 
ford. 

The situation of the Pier is so greatly exposed to some winds which are not 
uncommon, and at such periods to the whole force of the Atlantic, that some 
expense must be constantly incurred for the maintenance of the Breakwater. 



VIII.— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

The usual Return of Vessels which have frequented this Harbour during the 
last year, as well as for the two preceding years, is annexed ; this document 
shows the progressive increase in the use of this Refuge Harbour. The only 
item in which there appears a diminution, is in the number and tonnage of 
vessels trading to or from the Port of Dublin, which resorted to Kingstown, 
waiting for wind or tide; and this may perhaps be attributed to the improved 
depth of water in the entrance of the Harbour of Dublin, and the River up 
to the Quays, as the number and tonnage of vessels which entered and 
departed from the Port of Dublin in the last year had inci eased. 

A powerful piece of machinery has been set up by the contractors at the 
end of the East Pier, with the aid of which some progress has been made in 
clearing the foundation and laying a portion of the circular Pier Head. A 
great quantity of material of 'large dimensions has been prepared for this work, 
and laid down in suitable situations convenient for their application, as the 
building (a considerable portion of which must be performed with the diving- 
bell) shall proceed. 

A new Jetty, composed of Kyahised timber, has been constructed in place of 
one which had become decayed and dangerous, for the use of Her Majesty s 
Packets. 

An arrangement has been made with a respectable individual, possessed of 
sufficient capital, for the establishment of a patent Slip, with suitable workshops 
and stores, upon a scale adapted to the careening of large class steamers an 
vessels of considerable tonnage. 



IX.— HOWTH HARBOUR. 

This Harbour is found useful as a place of rendezvous and shelter for the 
boats which are engaged in the channel herring fishery ; and some instances 
have occurred of colliers and coasting vessels finding safety here in gales o 
wind. 

The works of repair and maintenance required and executed have been of 
small extent. 
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X.— DONAGHADEE HARBOUR. 

The unfavourable state of the weather for the greater part of last year pre- 
vented much being done at this Harbour ; the repairs required are chiefly to 
the sea-pavement, which is proposed to be put in an efficient state in the 
present year. 



XI.— LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

No new Buildings or purchase of land or premises have been necessary during 
the last year, and our duty as Superintending Commissioners has been hitherto 
chiefly confined to that service.

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Ulster Canal Steam Carrying Company, 
Dublin, 4 February 1840. 

In reply to your letter requesting information respecting this establishment, I have to 
state, for the information of the Board, that the Company was formed in the early part of 
last year for the conveyance of all kinds of produce and merchandize on the Ulster Canal 
and the waters connected therewith. 

In the month of May last an iron steam tug boat, of 30 horse power, was placed on 
Lough Neagh for the purpose of towing canal boats between May Ellis 5 Gut and Porta- 
down, thereby securing a regular communication by water with the ports of Belfast and 
Newry; 15 canal boats (13 of wood, and two of iron,) have been in operation during the 
summer and autumn, two have lately been launched at the Company’s dock-yard at Moy, 
another is nearly completed, and two more are in progress of construction, making in all 
20 canal boats, of about 50 tons burden each. 

The Ulster Canal is at present open only to Monaghan ; it will be carried on to Clones in 
two or three months, and be completed into Lough Erne within the present year, by which 
time an additional number of canal boats will be provided ; and so soon as the Company 
can see a prospect of the few impediments being removed which obstruct the navigation of 
Lough Erne, another iron steamer of larger dimensions will be ordered for the purpose of 
towing the Company’s boats to Belturbet and Enniskillen, and for the conveyance of 
passengers. 

The steamer at present on Lough Neagh (the Countess of Caledon), has plied at least 
twice a week between Moy and the Lagan Navigation at Ellis’ Gut, and twice a week 
between Moy and the Newry Canal near Portadown ; the remaining two days in each week 
being occupied as circumstances have required. She generally takes one or two boats in 
tow, and has taken as many as four together, fully laden, across the lake. 

The dimensions and construction of Vernor’s Bridge, about five miles below Moy, com- 
pelled us to have this steam-boat constructed of a size quite disproportioned to the weight 
and power of her machinery. Her breadth of beam being only ] 1 feet 7 inches ; breadth 
from out to out of paddle-boxes, 22 feet 6 inches ; height from top of paddle-boxes to the 
water, 7 feet ; draught of water 4 feet forward, and 4 feet 10 inches aft, when in sailing trim ; 
and, notwithstanding these limited dimensions, she cannot pass under the bridge in times of 
very high floods. Until this bridge is altered, or a towing-path made to it, along the bank 
of the Blackwater from Moy, the navigation cannot be carried on in the most advantageous 
manner. 

The Maghery Cut is also cause of difficulty and danger, and requires improvement to 
render it suitable for steam navigation ; particularly at the entrance from Lough Neagh, 
which is narrow and rocky, and being badly marked, is very dangerous in times of flood. 
This improvement effected, and the passage of the Bann bar enlarged and deepened, there 
would then be an excellent navigation to Newry . 

The present position of the Lagan Navigation is, however, a serious difficulty as regards 
the communication with Belfast. The Act of Parliament under which the company of 
undertakers of the Lagan Navigation were incorporated, expired in December 1835 ; and 
since that period no legal power has existed for the protection or management of the naviga- 
tion. As it was originally constructed with the public money, very large sums of which have 
been granted for its improvement and maintenance up to the expiration of the late Act of Par- 
liament in 1835, I would beg to urge upon your consideration the necessity of having steps 
immediately taken to place this navigation in a position which would secure to the public 
the full amount of advantage which it is capable of conferring.
